PLANS STO, 


Papers Showing Nebraska’s 
Armor and Batteries Taken 
From Contractor’s Desk, 


(BY ASSOCIATED PRESS.) 

SEATTLE, Wash., March 21.--It was 
learned yesterday that the plans of the 
Battleship Nebraska, which show the 
distribution of armor and batteries, have 
been stolen from the desk of J. H. Fox, 
superintendent of construction at the 
Moran Brothers’ yard in this city. The 
drawings have been missing 15 days. 
Today the following notice was posted 
in the yard: 

“To whom it may concern: 

“In reference to the booklet of plans 
of the Nebraska taken from Mr. Fox's 
desk, notice is hereby given that these 
plans must be returned within two days, 
or steps will be taken toward their im- 
mediate recovery.”’ 

The battleship Nebraska is practically 


completed, and ready to be turned over 
to the Government. About 5000 men are 
now at works giving the finishing 
touches. The Nebraska was started be- 
fore the Japanese-Russian war, and the 
ship has been changed considerably. 
The fact that the plans are missing 
and the peremptory language of the no- 
tice are causing considerable excitement

Gordon left his home in Jefferson City 
several days ago. He spent a day or 
two in St. Louis and visited his friend, 
J. B. Dodge of 952 Maryville avenue, On 
March 13 he left this eity for a business 
trip through Illinois. 

On that day Dodge received a tele- 
phone message from Mrs. Gordon, ask- 
ing if her husband was still in the city. 
She told of his making the mistake in 
the medicines. -Dodge at once called up 
Mount Vernon, Ill., the first stopping 
place of his friend. Gordon was not 
there. ; 

The situation was reported to Toll 
Line Manager Gann and Supt. Thomp- 
son of the Bell company. One message 
after another was sent to every town 
that Gordon was likely to visit. He 
could not be located. 

Early in the evening of March 14, they 
found he had been at Ashley, Ill., and 
later got into communication with him 
at Hovleton, Ill. 

He explained over the telephone that 
the neuralgia medicine and the acid 
were of the same color and in bottles 
of the same size. In his haste he picked 
up the wrong bottle. Not long after 
leaving St. Louis he started to take a 
dose from the bottle he carried. As 
he was about to swallow the acid he no- 
ticed the label on the bottle and threw 
it away. 

Mrs, Gordon, who is a young woman, 
was nearly prostrated by the two days 
of fear and suspense she experienced.

The joint free bridge committee of the 
Municipal Assembly will meet Thursday 
ae afternoon to decide the site which it will 
recommend to the Council and House of 
Delegates for the construction of the 
bridge. 

It is regarded as a certainty that the 
committee will recommend that. the 
west end of the bridge be placed at the 
foot of Chouteau avenue and the east 
end at a point on the Lilinois side of the 
river directly. opposite. 

That site was practically the only one 
considered at a meeting of the commit- 
tee late Wednesday afternoon, at which

The other matters in the Governors 
call for a special session have been an- 
ticipated in dispatches. As indicated in 
his proclamation, he may call other 
matters to the attention of the Legis- 
lature, one of which undoubtedly is an 
amendment to the fellow-servant law, 
under which coal, lead and zinc mines 
would come in the same class with rall- 
roads and street railways. The proc- 
lamation is as follows: 

“By virtue of authority in me vested 
by the Constitution of the State of Mis- 
souri!, I, Joseph W. Folk, Governor of 
the State of Missouri, do hereby con- 
vene ‘the Forty-fourth Genergl Assembly 
of- the State of Missouri in extra ses- 
sion at the Capitol in Jefferson City, 
on Tuesday, April 9, 1907, at 12 o'clock 
noon, for the following purposes: 

“1. To enact such legislation as may 
he necessary to provide for the regula- 
tion of the rates of public-utility cor- 
porations. 

“2. To enact legislation regulating and 
controlling dramshops. 

‘3. To provide legislative enactments 
for the enforcement-of-the dramshop 
laws throughout the State. 

‘4. To provide for the removal or re- 
call of derelict officials. 

‘5. To enact laws relating to the police 
systems of cities of this State of 100,000 
inhabitants or over. 

“6. To provide an enactment’ with 
emergency clause for the suppression of 
racetrack gambling. 

“7. To consider any other subject that 
may be submitted by special message 
during such session. 

“8. To make an appropriation for the 
expenses of this extra session of the 
General Assembly.”’

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Commission® Wants Western 
Representatives—Harriman 
Road Surrenders. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 

WASHINGTON, March 21.—The In- 
terstate Commerce Commission is con- 
Sidering the advisability and has prac- 
tically decided to appoint Western rep- 
resentatives, with headquarters at Chi- 
cago and St. Louis, for the purpose of 
insuring co-operation between the rail- 
roads and the national Government, 
wires the Chicago Tribune correspon- 
dent. This is in accordance with the 
plan submitted -to the President and 
the commission by Bb. F. Yoakum of 
the Rock Island System. On two occa- 
sions when Mr. Yoakum called on the 
President he urged this scheme as de- 
sirable both from the point of view of 
the shippers and the railroads. He be- 
lieved that consultation between rail- 
roads and representatives of the com- 
mission would prevent discriminations 
and undue preferences, stop violation 
and evasion of law and iead to the ob- 
taining of reasonable and just freight 
rates. 

Negotiations are in progress between 

ecretary Garfield and the Union Paci- 
fic Railroad Co. for the return to the 
Government of all coal lands fraudu- 
lently and improperly acquired by this 
system. The Union Pacific has recog- 
nized that its title to some of the prop- 
erty jg defective and has advised the 
Secretary of the Interior of its willing- 
ness to return all lands which it cannot 
properly claim, provided the Govern- 
ment would forego prosecution. If liti- 
gation were to be instituted it would be 
years before a settlement could be 
reached and in the interests of prompt- 
ness and saving of Government money 
Secretary Garfield has accepted the 
proposal of the Union Pacific. 

At present and in the past every 
agent sent by \he commission to look 
into railroad conditions has been, in a 
sense, a detective. His presence has 
been resented by the railroads because 
they have felt that he came to obtain 
evidence against them and not to give 
them any assistance. As a result the 
relations of the railroads and commis- 
sion have not been always friendly. 

With representatives of the commis- 
sion on the ground familiar with local 
conditions and able to decide accord- 
ingly, it is believed by members of the 
commission that the friction between 
the railroads and the people will be 
minimized. The commission's represen- 
tative will be able to learn promptly of 
anv discrimination or preference in fa- 
vor of one shipper as against another 
and if the railroads fail to comply with 
his notification to cease this violation 
of the law the matter can be referred 
at once to the Interstate Commerce 
Combmission for action. Finally. the 
commission will be able to get authori- 
tative information in regard to rates 
and traffic generally, which will be of 
the greatest assistance to it in formu- 
lating policies. 

A few months ago the Union Pacific 
denied most emphatically that any of 
its coal lands had been improperly ob- 
tained. Investigation by Commission- 
ers Prouty and Clark established \the 
fact that thousands of acfes of valu- 
ab'e mineral lands had been acquired 
by the Union Pacific and its subsidiary 
lines through the most _bare- faced 
fraud,

THE MERGER I§ ENJOINED 





Legal Pight On Over Company 
in Which St, Louisans 
Have $1,000,000. 


Special to the Pést-D : 

NEW YORK, March 21.—‘‘We hope 
and believe that all the independent 
telephone companies will follow this 
one into bankruptcy. Their organiza- 
tion and operation amounts to practicat 
blackmail.’ J 

Judge D. Cady Herrick was arguing 
for the Bell Telephone Co. before At- 
torney-General Jackson at the latter's 
New York office when he made_ the 
quoted decaration in his clients’ behalf. 

The subject under discussion was an 
injunction obtained by the Attorney- 
General at the request of persons in in- 
terest preventing the sale of control of 
the United States Independent Tele- 
phone Co., in. which St. Louisans have 
invested about $1,000,000, to the Ameri- 
can Telephone and Telegraph Co, (the 
Bell), through a trust company in New 
Jersey. 

The Attorney-General took testimony 
on March 6 to determine whether or not 
he had a cause of action under the 
Donnelly anti-trust law to prevent this 
merger. The United States Independent 
is a holding company, in control of sev- 
eral concerns which operate in rivalry 
to the Bell in this and other States. It 
also controls the Schomberg-Carlson 
Manufacturing Co., which makes tele- 
phone instruments and other equipment, 
and sells them to independent concerns, 

At the previous héaring Mr. Jack- 
son produced testimony before Referee 
J. A. Lawson of Albany that the merger 
had been arranged secretly with_Pres- 
ident F. P. Fish of the Bell by George 
Eastman. Hiram W. Sibley, James S. 
Watson and others, Rochester million- 
aires, to sell the trust company 76 per 
cent of the bonds and 67 per cent of the 
stock of the United States Independent 
company at $350 for each $1000 bond and 
$5 a share for the stock. 

Merger as a Money Saver. 

This company was a Rochester enter- 
prise, capitalized at P Last 
year its securities had declined to 2% 
for the stock and 13% for the bonds, and 
it was in a bad way, with a large float- 
ing debt. It was then that a committee 
was formed to sell out to the Bell. 

President Fish of the latter company, 
and the United States-company’s com- 
mittee had given Attorney-General 
Jackson the facts so rays mason 4 that 
when yesterday's hearing was called all 
-General Frank L. Mott 
wanted to ask President Fisk of the Bell, 
was: ‘‘Does your company control all 
the so-called subsidiary companies in 
New York State 

“*Yes,”’ said Mr. Fish, who was ex- 
cused. 

Mr. Jackson remarked coldly that he 
did not want to hear argument In favor 
of going on with the proceeding, be- 
cause that might disclose to the Bell 
people the case of the State. 

Judge Herrick argued at length that 
the merger was legal and even benevo- 
lent, in that it enabled the United States 
company’s investors to save something 
from the wreck. He cited numerous de- 
cisions and filed a brief. Charies J. 

tissell of Rochester also argued along 
similar lines. 

Arthur C. Wade of Jamestown, N. Y., 
president of ‘one of the companies con- 
trolled by the United States Indepen- 
dent Co., argued that his interests sim- 
ply appealed to the statute to prevent 
the consummation of a violation of the 
anti-trust law. Mr. Jackson said he 
would decide in a week. It is probable 
that he will ask the Supreme Court 
for a permanent injunction against tne 


merger.
